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RATLROADS AGREE 
TO STOP REBATES, 


Western Lines Promise Inter- 
state Commerce Commis- 
sion They’ll Be Good 
in the Future. 


CONFESS TO PAST GUILT. 


Say They Will Obey the Elkins 
Law in Good Faith and Help 
to Enforce It Rig- 
orously. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O*LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 28.—- [Special. 1 
All the great railroad lines of the country 
have assured the interstate commerce oom- 
mission that they will no longer grant re- 
dates or be gullty of discriminatory practices. 

The eastern lines gave these assurances 
some days ago. A joint committee repre- 
senting the great ratlroad lines of the west 
appeared today before the commission and 
gave similar assurances. 

No effort wae made to obtain from the com- 
mission a pledge of immunity from punish- 
ment. By inference the railroad men cov- 
fessed that they had been guilty of unlawful 
practices in the past, but they furnished no 
specific instance of crime; and their confes- 
sion consequently cannot aid the government 
in its effort to bring every violator of the ma 
ti-rebate law to justice. 

The lines which were represented by the 
joint committee which appeared today in- 
clude practically all those west of Chicago 
from the Canadian border to the gulf. The 
committee presented a resolution adopted 
by these lines at a recent meeting in Chicago 
and gave assurances of a united and deter- 
mined disposition to conform to the law in 
good faith and in every reepect, and to ald 
the commission in its enforcement. 

Pledges to this effect were given by all 
present, and further promise was made to re- 
port every illegal transaction which mighz 
come to their knowledge or of which they 
should have well grounded suspicion. 


Sees Hope for Future. 


Commissioner Knapp, chairman of the com- 
mission, stated after the meeting that the 
commission had no reason to doubt the sin- 
cerity of the movement or its practical value. 

“That it will result in the complete dis- 
continuance of wrongful practices,“ he 
pertinently added, is, perhaps, too much to 
expect, for time alone will test the degree of 
its usefulness, but a marked improvement 
in the observance of tariff rates may be fairly 
anticipated. If the promised coéperation is 
actually and continuously afforded, the pay- 
ment of rebates and the granting of secret 


advantages will, it is hoped, be’ reduced to a | 


minimum.” 

Commissioner Knapp took advantage of the 
presence of the railroad men to urge them to 
follow the example of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road and its associated lines in stopping the 
practice of giving passes. How far this prac- 
tice is advantageous to the shipper, to what 
extent it has a rebate effect, the commission 
does not know, because it never has made an 
investigation. But it belleves it has proved 
the means of getting traffic for a road some- 
times to the disadvantage of a competing 
line. 

People Ashamed of Passes. 

Mr. Knapp pointed out to the committee 
that the attitude of the public toward passes 
had undergone a great change in recent 
years. He recalled a story told by a railroad 
president of a shipper who had written for 
an annual pass, and had sent with his request 
a check for the sum he annually spent for 
transportation. It was such a curious case 
that the railroad president looked the man 
up and induced him to explain why he wanted 
a pass when he was willing to pay his fare. 
He finally drew out of the man that he be- 
lieved the possession of an annual pass would 
give him a better standing in hiscommunity. 

Some months ago Mr. Knapp was traveling 
with a member of congress The latter 
hastily jumped from his seat when he saw 
the conductor enter the car, went forward, 
and gave him his transportation in the vesti- 
bule, where nobody could see him. 

„It evidenced an awakening pubic con- 
science,’ said Mr. Knapp. Passes no longer 
are looked upon as an indication that their 
possessors are men of influence and standing, 
but a thing to be ashamed of. 

Western shippers, carrying out the general 
idea of abandoning any practice savoring of 
discrimination, expressed a willingness to 
adopt a rule not to give passes to shippers or 
to any one who could obtain or furnieb 
freight, but they did not want to extend this 
prohibition to members of congress, repre 
sentatives of the press, and such classes. 


Magnates Fear Prosecution. 

What Chairman Knapp said in regard to 
the awakening of public conscience is be- 
lieved by the commissionto be responsible in 
part for the decision of the railroads to avoid 
unlawful practices in the future. The most 
potent cause, however, according to general 
belief here is the fear of the railroad mag- 
nates that they will be prosecuted by the 
department of justice, not only for violation 
of the Elkins act, which permits merely the 
imposition of a fine, but under the general 
statute for conspiracy, which authorizes a 
court to inflict the penalty of imprisonment. 
It will be recalled in his recent circular to 
district attorneys Attorney General Moody 
announced his purpose to prosecute rebaters 
under the conspiracy statute. 

The interstate commerce commission does 
not believe the railroads have given the as- 
surances announced because of any expec- 
tation of influencing legislation. The com- 
mission thinks, in fact, that the confession 
of the railroads that they have violated the 
law would have e tendency to impel con- 
gress to act even more vigorously in order 
to prevent a repetition of the admitted of- 
fenses. But certainly it is the view of some 
railroad men that now that they have prom- 
ised to be good congress will not find it nec- 
essary to enact the harsh legislation which is 
pending. 

Former Promises Not Kept. 

Just how long the railroads may be ex- 
pected to observe the policy they outlined 
today, probably can be determined by a 
reference to what they did five years ago. 
Commissioner Prouty in his testimony before 
the senate committee on interstate commerce 
said that upon suggestion of the receivers $f 
the Baltimore and Ohio the interstate com- 
merce commission in 1900 invited all the 
presidents of the trunk line railroads to come 
to Washington. All came, Mr. Calloway 
representing the New York Central, Mr. 
Thompson the Pénnsylvania railroad, Mr. 
Harris the Philadelphia and Reading, Mur- 
ray and Cowan the Baltimore and Ohio, and 
Walters the Lehigh Valley.

Opening Gun in War on Brutality 
at Naval Academy. 


WITNESSES FEAR TO TESTIFY 


Classmate Forced to Give Details of 
Attack on Young Kimbrough. 


Annapolis, Md., Dee. 28.—Court martial 
proceedings against Midshipman Trenmore 
Coffin Jr., a member of the third class, on the 
charge of hazing Midshipman Jerdone P. 
Kimbrough of the fourth class, began at the 
United States naval academy here today. 
The charge is supported by the specification 
that the accused caused Kimbrough to stand 
on his head continuously for a space of ten 
minutes or thereabouts and until he became 
unconscious. This, it is specified, took place 
on the evening of Dec. 12 Last. between 7 and 
7:30 o clock. 

The principal witness against Coffin was 
Kimbrough himself and Midshipman George 
Hewlett, a classmate of the accused. 


Saw the Hazing, Went Away. 


Midshipman Hewlett testified that he had 
looked in the door of room 58, in Bancroft 
hall, on the evening of Dec. 12, and that he 
had seen Kimbrough standing on his head 
with Midshipman Coffin and Kimbrough’s 
roommate in the room with him. 

The witness continued and said that he 
left the vicinity of room 53 and remained 
away about five minutes. When he retumed 
Kimbrough was still on his head and Coffin 
the only other person in the room. 

Midshipman Hewlett was asked to illus- 
trate what standing on the head meant. 
He put his head on the floor and raised his 
feet a few inches from the ground in a series 
of jumpe. The exercise apparently put much 
strain on the legs and arms and was hard 
on the head. Kimbrough also exhibited this 
performance to the court a little later. 


Dared Not Look at Assailant. 


Midshipman Kimbrough was the next wit- 
ness, and it developed that he was unable 
to identify Coffin as the man who had hazed 
him The rule, it appears, is that no lower 
classman must look at an upper classmate 
under such circumstances, and this was so 
rigidly observed in the present case that 
Kimbrough could not say that Coffin had 
hazed him. told, however, how he had 
been hazed by being compelled to stand on 
his head. He had been hazed, he said, until 
he gave outentirely Then the midshipman 
who was doing the hazing threw water over 
him and compelled him to go on again. He 
brought the story up to the point where he 
lost consciousness. He had regained con- 
sciousness, he said, in the naval academy 
hospital. His arms, legs, and head were 
sore. 

Lieutenant Commander Charles B. McVey 
Jr. was the last witness during the morning 
session. He is a member of the board of 
investigation now going into the subject of 
hazing at the academy. He said, during his 
testimony, that he had learned a great deal 
about hazing during the last few weeks. He 
said that he was on duty in Bancroft hall 
on the evening of Dec. 12. He had found 
Kimbrough in bed, which was contrary to 
regulations at that time. He had questioned 
him and found that he was apparently un- 
conscious and had summonea the academy 
surgeon, by whom Kimbrough was removed 
to the hospital. 


Middy Compelled to Tell. 

The witness then investigated the matter 
with the object of finding out who had hazed 
Kimbrough, the fact that he had been hazed 
having been elicited from his roommate. He 
discovered that Midshipman Hewlett had 
looked into the room and seen the hazing. 
He then informed Hewlett that unless he 
told the name of the midshipman he would 
either be reported for disobeying orders or 
called before the board of investigation in 
the morning and compelled to testify. Hew- 
lett was allowed to make up his mind and 


in the meantime Coffin sought an interview 


with the witness. 

At this point the counsel for the accused 

objected to the testimony after an alleged 

confession, and asked the court to be allowed 

te interrogate the witness. This the court 

permitted, but took a recess at this point. 
Upon 


said, admitted he had stood Kimbrough on 
his head for about ten minutes. 

The officer said that Coffin also asked to 
be allowed to resign. 

Surgeon J. C. Byrnes stated that he was 
called to see Kimbrough on the night men- 
tioned, and that he might have died had 
he not had prompt attention. 


Attack Kimbrough’s Veracity. 

The defense offered only midshipmen as 
witnesses, but will continue the presenta- 
tion of its case tomorrow. 

The witnesses all testified that they did not 
consider Kimbrough’s reputation for truth 
telling the best, but admitted that they had 
only heard reflections upon his truthfulness 
Since the Incident which forms the basis of 
the trial, and they also admitted that the 
m.ushipmen had considerable feeling against 
him. The two principal witnesses who made 
this statement were Midshipmen Raleigh E. 
Hughes, a first classman, who Is captain of 
the company to which Kimbrough belongs, 
and Roy L. Stover, a petty officer in the same 
class. 


Middy Decatur to Be Tried. 

It is understood that the same court will 
try the cases of Midshipmen Warren A. Van- 
deveer, who is charged with neglect of duty 
in failing to report Kimbrough’s condition, 
and Stephen Decatur Jr., of the first clags, 
charged with hazing Midshipmen Gaylord 
Church of Meadville, Pa., and Isaac N. Me- 
Crary of Calvert, Texas, both members of 
the fourth class. 

The charge against Midshipman Decatur 
of having hazed McCrary, is supported by 
three specifications: that he compelled him 
to stand on his head about 150 times in suc- 
session, and that he compelled him to per- 
form two other exercises to the point of ex- 
haustion. 

The court is composed of Capt. Corwin P. 
Rees, president; Commander V. . Nelson, 
Prof. Philip R. Alger, Lieut. Louis McC. 
Nulton, and Lieut. John W. Timmons. Lieu- 
tenant Commander Wiliam K. Harrison is 
judge advocate and Mr. E. S. Theall of the 
Washington bar is counse) for the accused.

Race Is Money Mad, Religion For- 
gotten, Says Schurman. 


HELL LOSES ITS TERRORS. 


Americans Rapidly Reverting to Bar- 
-bareus Worship of Mammon. 


Syracuse, N. T., Dec. 28.—[Special. ]—Pres!i- 
dent Jacob Gould Schurman of Cornell uni- 
versity delivered a remarkable address on 
the universal craze for wealth tonight before 
the union meeting of the associated academic 
principals of the state of New York. He 
said: 

“Tf a visitor from Mars alighted on our 
continent he would hear the pulpits proclaim 
‘Glorify God,’ but he would find it the gen- 
eral practice to ‘ Glorify Gold.’ 

Are we then in this twentieth century to 
revert to the barbarous worship of mammon? 
Are Americans to renounce their Christian 
heritage? Are they to repudiate the Hebrew 
law of righteousness? Are they to disclaim 
the Hellenic call to reason and beauty? Are 
they to spurn the dignity and glory of man- 
kind in order to concentrate all their ener- 
gies on the gratification of the acquisitive 
instincts which we possess in common with 
brutes, and which when exclusively followed 
and satisfied, only leave us more complacent- 
ly and more hopelessly brutish? 


Beg in Holy Ghost’s Name. 

“The universal passion for money and 
whatever money buys is an alarming phe- 
nomenon. It has been nourished by the 
colossal material prosperity of the age. It 
has allied itself with the ambition of the 
American youth to succeed in the world. We 
naturally should expect that it would have 
met invincible opposition from religion; but 
religion, already weakened by the decline of 
dogmatic faith, and falling back on its in- 
stitutions and organizations, itself has been 
tempted too often to purchase gifts for the 
Holy Ghost with money.

FRANTIC DEMAND ON WALL 
STREET FOR CALL LOANS. 


Banks Take Advantage of the Oppor- 
tunity to Make “Easy Money ”— 
Brokers for a Time Feared They 
Would Be Unable to Secure Fands 
at Any Price—Stringency Likely to 
Continue Till the End of the Year— 
Many Rumors Circulated. 


New York. Dec. 28.—[Special.]—The money 
stringency, which carried call loans up to 90 
per cent en Wednesday, was further accen- 
tuated today, and call loans brought 100 per 
cent on the stock exchange. Loans off the 
floor were made at 110 and in a single case 
126 per cent was paid. The feature of the 
stringency was the remarkable decline from 
the 100 per cent rate to 6 per cent before the 
close of business. 

The high rate recorded breaks all records 
since December, 1800, when money brought 
186 per cent. 

Russell Sage had not been in Wall street 
for months until today. When he learned 
that 100 per cent wae being paid for call 
money he left home hurriedly and went down- 
town hotfoot. 

The rate opened in the morning at 80 per 
cent and advanced rapidly to the high figure 
before noon.. The market showed a real 
flurry and brokers made frantic efforts to 
| supply their needs as early as possibia, This 
largely was due to the knowledge that the 
banks have to meet in the next few days 
exceedingly heavy dividend requirements. It 
is estimated that nearly $150,000,000 will be 
required on Jan. 1 and on the following days 
for dividend disbursements. 


Money Is Needed Everywhere. 


The last year has been characterized by in- 
creased -dividende and resumption of pay- 
ments. Money is needed in every quarter 
of the country because of the prevailing 
prosperity. 

Some banks, it is known, called their loans 
and lent out their money again to specula- 
tors at record figures. There ie no doubt the 
phenomenal figures were due partly to ma- 
nipulation by certain banks, which took ad- 
vantage of the situation to make all they 
could out ef it. 

i drop in rates to 20, 10, and 6 per cent 
was caused partly by the influx of funds from 
other cities. Boston and Philadelphia sent 
large amounts and private lenders, such as 
Russell Sage, lent out thelr funds. The rail- 
roads also were reported to be large lend- 


ers. 
Wall Street Full of Rumors. 

The scramble of the brokers to cover their 
requirements in the morning also tended to 
ease the rate. There were also rumors of the 
formation of a great money pool to relieve the 
stringency, like the $50,000,000 pool of 1902. 
It was also rumored that certain interests 
had agreed to renew all loans at a figure not 
exceeding 75 per cent, for the purpose of car- 
rying them over until after New Year's. 

In addition, it was learned that Secretary 
Shaw en his recent visit to New York had 
shown more disposition to relieve the situa- 
tion by putting funds into the western banks 
than on any previous occasion this year. 

The stock market, which had been weak 
early in the day, shot up after the fall in 
money rates. Anaconda continued its pyro- 
technics, and after all manner of fluctua- 
tions showed a net gain of 22 points at the 
close. It touched a new high record of 275. 

Bankers do not expect that money rates will 
ease off greatly tomorrow. 


SHROUD AS CHRISTMAS GIFT 


Practical Joke Played on Benjamin 
Moelmann of Louisville Proves 
Tragic—Sender May Be Prosecuted. 


Louisville. Ky., Dec. %°8.—[Special.]—A 
practical joke played Sunday night by some 
person unknown to the police authorities 
caused the death of Benjamin Moelmann, a 
16 year old boy. 

Young Moelmann long had been a sufferer 
from heart trouble, which fact was known to 
the neighbors. Sunday night there came a 
ring at the door bell, which was answered by 
a servant. There was no-one in sight, but 
in front of the door was a package addressed 
to young Moelmann. There was a smile on 
his face as he untied the package, which con- 
tained a black box, but his smile changed to 
a look of agony as he pulled out of the box 
a shroud. 

The shock was more than Moelmann could 
stand, and he died thirteen hours later. 


TWENTY-FIVE SAILORS PERISH 
IN WRECK OF BRITISH BARK. 


Vessel Driven on Rocks on British Co- 
lumbia Coast Breaks Up—Only Three 
Bodies Are Found. 


Victoria, B. C., Dec. 28.— Rescue parties 
sent to the scene of the wreck of the British 
bark Pass of Melfort report that twenty-five 
men perished when the vessel was driven on 
the rocks of Amphitrite point. More bodies 
are reported to have been seen near shore. 
The greater portion of the wreckage, all of 
which is much broken, is being washed on the 
rocks in a small bay a quarter of a mile east 
of Amphitrite point. Settlers from Ucleulet, 
the nearest village, about seven miles from 
the scene of the wreck, have started a syste- 
matic search for bodies. Three bodies al- 
ready found were interred today. 


AMERICAN ENGLISH ALL RIGHT. 


Canadian Delegate to Modern Lan- 
guage Association Convention Re- 
gards James’ Criticism a Joke. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 28.—At today's ses- 
sion of the annual meeting of the Modern 
Language Association of America, Leigh R. 
McGregor of McGill university, Montreal, 
answered Henry James of London, who some 
time ago criticised the English of Americans. 
Mr. McGregor said, in part: Mr. James 
advised Americans to improve their vocabu- 
lary and polish their pronunciation and ex- 
pression by association with cultured per- 
sons. He did not tell us how to pick cut peo- 
ple of culture, but the oversight was perhaps 
not a serious one, as it would seem that there 
are only a few cultured persons in any one 
locality, judged by Mr. James’ standard.“

SEEK COMPROMISE 


Reformers Appoint Delegation 
to Confer with Regular 
Rules Committee. 


BUT BRUTALITY MUST GO. 


New York University and Sister 
Institutions Join in Waving 
Olive Branch. 


New York, Dec. 28.—[Special.]—The big 
conference of colleges and universities argued 
all day today in the Murray Hill hotel on the 
subject of football and brought its delibera- 
tions to a - peaceful and satisfactory conclu- 
sion by appointing a rules committee of seven 
members, which is to proceed tomorrow to 
Philadelphia and offer an amalgamation with 
the present intercollegiate rules committee, 
which is to hold a conference at the Quaker 
city on the revision of the regulations for 
next season. 

The committee was selected so as to in- 
clude one man from each of the sections into 
which the delegates were grouped. There 
were sixty present arranged as follows: New 
England, New York state, Atlantic states 
other than New York, middle west, Ohio 
state, west and south. 


Personnel of Committee. 
The delegates appointed, with an alternate 


in each case, were: 7 : 

New England—E. K. Hall, Dartmouth, of Bos- 
ton: alternate, Dr. Paul C. Phillips, Amherst. 

New York state—Lieut. Charles D. Daly, Harvard 
and West Point; alternate, C. C. Huntington, Col- 
gate. E 

Atlantic states other than New York—Dr. G. A. 
Babbitt, Haverford; alternate, F. H. Dodge, Rut- 
gers. ; 

Middle west—Dr: H. L. Williams, Minnesota; al- 
ternate, H. W. Donovan, New York City. 

Ohio—Prof. C. W. Savage, Oberlin; alternate, 
Prof. Stone, Miami! university. 

West—Prof. John T. Lees, Nebraska; alternate, 
John B. Eberly, Colorado. 

South—F. K. Curtis, University of Texas; alter- 
nate, Commandant W. B. Burtt, Kentucky State 
university. 

The practical football men of this commit- 
tee are E. K. Hall, Lieut. Daly, and Dr. Will- 
iams. Hall is an old Dartmouth end, which 
position he he'd a couple of seasons at Han- 
over. Daly is well known as a quarter back, 
both at Harvard and West Point. Dr. Will- 
lams has had 4 longer football experience 
than either of the two mentioned. He played 
four years at Yale, and since that time has 
been in charge of the University of Minne- 
sota as director of physical education, 


Olive Branch a Surprise. 

The decision of the conference to thus hold 
out the olive branch to the real rules commit- 
tee came as a surprise. At the first meeting 
of the New York university conference the 
expression of opinion first was to abolish the 
game of football, and when this had been de- 
feated many members’ expressed not only 
strong opposition but almost hatred toward 
the members of the rules committee. It is 
expected the reception in Philadelphia will 
be favorable. This is founded on good au- 
thority. 

The conference today was dominated from 
first to last by the sensible guiding hand of 
West Point. As outlined by the council of 
the Army Athletic association, in a few de- 
tails alone were there changes. The five man 
committee favored by West Point and talked 
for by Capt. Pierce, was altered to include 
two more delegates. This was not desired by 
West Point, and was not thought to be a 
wise move. The change, however, went 
through after a close vote. The rules com- 
mittee, it is understood, would have given 
heartier welcome to a five man committee. 

Of the sixty-six colleges registered to send 
delegates all but six were represented when 
the meeting began. Chancellor MacCracken 
of the New York university was made chair- 
man of the meeting. 

Squabble Over Committee. 

He suggested that attention be paid to a 
resolution of a previous meeting calling for 
the formation of a committee of eleven mem- 
bers to draft rules for the game of football. 
This provoked a long discussion, which ended 
with the idea of eleven being amended to read 
„ five,” according to the West Point plan, and 
again to read eight, and finally to read 
„Seven.“ This last suggestion, which eventu- 
ally was adopted, was made by Prof. Lees of 
Nebraska. 

There was a long and heated debate, in 
which the rules committee was attacked by 
Prof. Bogert of Columbia, Prof. Towne of 
Union, and Prof. Richardson of Maryland 
Agricultural college. Capt. Pierce and Dr. 
Williams were active in defending it. 

Capt. Pierce,” asked Prof. Richardson, 
“in what manner do you suppose our dele- 
gates will amalgamate with the rules com- 
mittee—how will this combination be made?” 

I trust,“ smiled the officer, “‘ it will not be 
chemical combination, and therefore not at- 
tended by heat,“ whereat the assemblage 
broke its serious demeanor. 


West Point Program Goes. 

After amendments, motions, and argu- 
ments a recess was taken until 2 o'clock, 
After lunch the matter of the committee was 
taken up with a rush, Finally a vote was 
had on the matter as to whether to have five 
or seven committeemen. Not all the dele- 
gates were on hand when the vote was taken. 
The party in favor of seven carried the day 
by a vote of 24 to 20. That once decided, the 
rest of the West Point program, with one 
minor change, was adopted. Asa result the 
action of the conference was crystallized into 
the following: 

Resolved, That the action taken by this con- 
ference shall be submitted to all colleges actively 
interested in football, with the request that the 
same be ratified and shall be binding upon any 
institution only upon ratification by that insti- 
tution. 

Resolved, That a football rules committee of 
seven members shall be elected by members of 
this conference and that this committee be di- 
rected to act as follows: 

1. To communicate with the men from Yale, 
Princeton, Pennsylvania, Harvard, Cornell, An- 
napolis, and Chicago university—the committee 
that formerly governed football—and propose that 
the committee be amalgamated into one which 
shall formulate rules under which football shall 
be played. 

2. That the seven members elected by this com- 
mittee shall be guided in their action so as to 
secure the following: 

la] Open game. 

Ib]! Elimination of rough and brutal playing. 

le! Efficient enforcement of rules, making the 
rules definite and precise in all respects, such as 
the definition of brutal playing, holding, trip- 
ping, and in general all infringement of the rules 
for which penalties are given. 

ld] Organization of a permanent body of officials. 

This business, once out of the way, the 
session drew along to its close.

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RAILROADS CHARGE OLD TARIFFS 
' ON SOME CLASSES. 


Matter Decided at Meeting of State 
Commission at Springfleld—Reduc- 
tion of 20 Per Cent in First Five 
Classes Will Become Effective on 
Jan. 1—Gov. Denmeen Asks Ques- 
tions, Indicating That He Is Up on 
Carrying Charges. 


Springfield, III., Dec. 28.—[Special.]—The 
reduction of 20 per cent in the first five classes 
of freight rates of Illinois will become effec- 
tive on Jan. 1. This was decided upon ata 
meeting of the railroad and warehouse com- 
mission today. Classes six to ten inclusive 
will remain the same until experts who will 
begin work tomorrow have reached an agree- 
ment on a comparison of rates with other 
states. 

The commission held a conference with rail- 
road attorneys today when the representa- 
tives of the freight interesta asked for a 
hearing on the proposition to reduce rates 
which apply to shipments of coal, fruits, vege- 
tables, and live stock. 

Deneen Asks Questions. 

Gov. Deneen occupied a seat with Commis- 
sioners Neville and French today. He asked 
a number of questions regarding the ship- 
ment of freight in carload lots and demon- 
strated the fact that he is well versed on 
propositions relating to the transfer of wares 
of all kinds. 

The petition for a rehearing of the freight 
rate case was filed with the state commiesion 
two weeks ago. At that time it practically 
was decided that no change would be made 
in the first five classes. Railroad men at that 
time called attention to the other classes. 
Today they contended that the rate is below 
the maximum of the schedule and said that 
if a reduction of 20 per cent went into effect 
it would take away all the profits. They 
also claim that there has been no objection 
to the rate charged for transfer of freight in 
carload lots. 

It was decided that six experts are to be 
sent to Springfield to compare tariffs, and 
the comparisons which have been filed with 
the commission, and when this task is com- 
plete the pending petition for a rehearing 
probably will be disposed of. 7 


Hamlin Appears for Shippers. 

Former Attorney General H. J. Hamlin and 
Attorney Felix Streychmans represented the 
shippers and opposed the attempt to reopen 
the case. They accepted the proposition to 
have a reduction on important classes be- 
come effective at once, and will give the rail- 
roads ample time in which to show that their 
present rate on transferring carload lots is 
not exorbitant. The experts will arrive in 
Springfield tomorrow and work will be com- 
menced immediately. When the task is 
completed the railroads will be given two 
days’ notice before the matter is again 
brought up before the commission for final 
settlement.

Court Martial Hears Details of 
Sergeant’s Humiliation at 
New London Show. 


LIEUTENANT IS GRILLED. 


Judge Advocate Administers Scor- 
ing; Officer Admits Asking 
Enlisted Man to Move. 


New York, Dec. 28.—{Special.}—Lieut. Ray 
I. Taylor, One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
company of coast artillery, back from two 
years’ service in the Philippines, and now 
stationed at Tranquil, New London, was court 
martialed today for requesting a sergeant to 
change his seat in a theater. This is called 
in the charge conduct prejudicial to good 
order and military discipline.” 

As brought out by the testimony the trouble 
amounted to this: There was a show on Oct. 
24 in New London. Lieut. Taylor was seated 
in the parquet with two young women, when 
Sergeant Patrick Butler, in uniform, entered 
and took a chair just in front.

Sergeant’s Feelings Were Hurt. 


“TI turned about,” testified the sergeant, 
“and looked into the face of Lieut. Taylor, 
my superior officer. I wasin uniform. Lieut. 
Taylor was in evening dress. “I was so sur- 
prised I could not reply for several moments. 
Then Lieut. Taylor again suggested that I 
might finda better seat in another part of the 
house. 

Did you have any difficulty in finding an- 
other seat?” inquired the judge advocate, 
Capt. Skerrett. 

“I did not. I didn’t want to make a scene, 
as there were ladies with Lieut. Taylor, but 
my feelings were hurt. No, I didn’t take 1t 
as an order. Stall, I thought it best to re- 
gard the request as such, coming from my 
superior officer, and obeyed.” 

Sergeant Butler testified that next morning 
he spoke to Lieut. Taylor, inquiring why he 
asked him to change his seat. 

It was merely a personal request, he 
said the officer answered. You did not have 
to move. Anyway, a soldier in uniform does 
not look well down front in a theater.” 

The sergeant made a complaint in writing. 
When it was made and the papers had been 
submitted to Lieut. .aylor, the lieutenant, 
according to his captain's testimony, re- 
marked that he “ looked upon it as an im- 
pertinence for a soldier to send a complaint 
to the captain oveg the head of the soldier's 
ranking officer.” 


Lieutenant Grilled by Judge. 

Lieut. Taylor withstood some grueling 
from the judge advocate. First, he de- 
scribed the theater affair, his version agree- 
ing with the sergeant’s except as to the con- 
versation. 

J asked him, in an undertone,” Lieut Tay- 
lor said, “if he would not change his seat. 
‘I only ask it as a personal favor.’ He hesi- 
tated. Then he did changeit. Next morning 
he spoke to me, wanting to know why I had 
made the request. Was I drunk? he asked, 
‘or disorderly? It hurt my feelings to be 
asked to change.“ No,“ I told him, ‘ you 
were in uniform, you bore yourself like a sol-

AID FOR ALIENS TO BE ASKED. 


Civic Federation Will Request Congress 
to Validate Naturalization Papers 
Issued by Criminal Court. 


The executive committee of the Civic fed- 
eration decided yesterday to ask congress to 
declare valid all the natyralization papers 
issued by the Cook county Criminal court, on 
the ground that they were issued in good 
faith and thought to be legal. 

Secretary W. H. Brown of the federation 
estimates that from 50,000 to 100,000 aliens 
received naturalization papers from the 
Criminal court, the judges of the court be- 
lieving they had theright to issue the papers. 

The issuance of naturalization papers at 
the Criminal court has been stopped and now 
an act declaring all those who obtained their 
papers there are American citizens, is desired 


from congress.

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INDICTED FORLAND FRAUD 


BILLS AGAINST LOUIS GOURDAIN 
AND JOHN H. DALTON. 


Proprietor of the Imperial Bank and 
Ex-Owner of the Old Point Comfort 
Saloon Charged with Swindling 
While Doing Business Under the 
Name of the Louisiana State Loan 
and Trust Company—Options on A- 
leged Oil Property Sold. 


Eight indictments were returned yester- 
day by the federal grand jury. The principal 
ones were against Louls A. Gourdain, pro- 
prietor of the Imperial bank, Dearborn and 
Madison streets, and John H. Dalton, former 
proprietor of Old Point Comfort saloon, 
North Clark and Elm streets, both accused 
of using the mails to defraud. 

Gourdain and Dalton hawe been indicted 
before on charges of conducting a lottery. 
The new indictments accuse them of selling 
fraudulent options on alleged oll lands in 
Louisiana. The tndictments state that Dal- 
ton and Gourdain, acting under the name of 
the Louisiana State Loan and Trust company 
of New Orleans, purchased 1,000 acres of 
land in Winn parish, Louisiana, at $1.50 an 
acre, platted the land into lots twenty feet 
square, and offered options on these plats 
for $20 each down to 50 cents. These option 
certificates were made to resemble lottery 
tickets, and certain prizes, ranging from 50 
cents to $5, were paid as bait. 


False Representations Made, 


Monthly lists, purporting to be the lists 
of prices bid for the oil lands, were sent out 
to the purchasers of options. The indict- 
ments state that the enterprise was a fraud; 
that the lots were worth no more than 1% 
cents each; that no oil ever was found on 
the lands; that no bids had been made; that 
the assets of the company were $5,000, in- 
stead of $1,500,000. 

As evidence of the fraudulent nature of 
the enterprise a letter sent to Charles H. 
McClees, Marne, Ia., by the Louisiana State 
Loan and Trust company; 131 Dearborn 
street, signed by Victor Lopez, president, 
was presented to the jury. It offered a 
“Leather Prosperity Pocketbook, with 
memorandum and card case combined with 
the purchase of each $1 option. The pocket- 
book alone was said to be worth $1, and Mc- 
Clees was urged to keep the bunch of op- 
tions sent him and act as agent. His com- 
mission was to be 20 per cent. John M, 
Johnson of Milwaukee and Rohren Bros. of 


Cochrane, Wis., received similar letters. 


Highwood Saloonist Indicted. 
Edward Hart, a Highwood saloonkeeper, 
was indicted for buying wearing apparel from 
Fort Sheridan soldiers and receiving stolen 
property from them.

WILL Har PRIMARY LAW 


SOCIALISTS WILL SEEK RULING 
OF SUPREME COURT. 


Allegation Made That Statute Enact- 
ed by Last Legislature Practically 
Shuts Out Their Party from Fur- 
ther Activity in the State—Com-« 
mittee of Lawyers Selected to Test 
the Constitutionality of the Mease 
ure—Mandamus te Be Sought. 


Smarting from the effects of the blow ad- 
ministered to their party by the new Illinois 
primary law, Cook county socialists are pre- 
paring to test the constitutionality of the act. 
The new law practically shuts out the social- 
ist party from further political activity not 
only in Cook county but throughout thestate. 

The decision to take the matter into court 
was made at a recent meeting of the county 
central committee, when it was discovered 
that only four wards in Chicago had the re- 
quired 20 per cent vote entitling the party to 
primaries under the new law. 


Election Board Denies Request. 

A committee composed of all the lawyers 
in the organization, with Thomas J. Morgan 
as chairman, was appointed to look up the 
legal aspects of the matter and contest the 
law. The committee immediately set to work 
by making application to the board of elec- 
tion commissioners to hold spring primaries 
under the old law, which required only 10 
per cent of the votes cast at a general elec- 
tion. 

The election commissioners replied that, 
while the application was made in correct 
form, according to the old law, the commis- 
sion was powerless to grant primaries under 
a law which was repealed by the act which 
went into force on July 1, 1906. 


Mandamus Will Be Asked. 

The committee then decided to apply for 
a writ of mandamus to compel the election 
commissioners to grant the primaries applied 
for. Carl Stroever, 1601 Unity building, 
chairman of the subcommittee having the 
matter in charge, is drawing up the brief 
which will be presented to the Supreme court 
at its first session in February. The Su- 
preme court will decide whether or not the 
act is constitutional. 


DETECTIVE ISSUES A BOOK 
ON“TRAPPING THE WILDCATS” 


Clifton R. Wooldridge, City’s Limelight 
Artist, Reviews His Year’s Work in 
Raids in Form of a Novel. 


Detective Clifton R. Wooldridge, who needs 
no introduction as the premier limelight 
artist of the police department, yesterday 
swung on Chief John M. Collins with a sequel 
to Hands Up in the World of Crime,“ which 
he denominated A report of duties per- 
formed and results obtained during the year 
1905,’’ and which he labeled “ Trapping the 
Wildcats.“ 

The cover of the volume Is illustrated in 
four colors, showing the high buildings of 
Chicago in the distance, Wooldridge, in uni- 
form and firing a revolver, well down in front. 
and a number of alleged wildcata, labeled 
“Turf Swindle,” Marriage Bureau,” and 
„ Fake Mail Order House,” protrate and de- 
funct as a result.of his marksmanship. 

When Chief Collins received this volume 
from the author in person, he first took note 
that there were 166 pages of it, and then 
showed signa of emotion; Late in the after- 
noon he gave out the following statement:

MAN CRUSHED IN AN ELEVATOR. 


Martin Finnegan Loses His Life and 
David Hughes Is Injured Inter- 
nally by Accident in Building. 


David Hughes, 24 years old, 88 Sangamon 
street, operator of an elevator in a building 
at 18 to 80 West Randolph street, was injured 
seriously yesterday in an accident which 
caused the death of Martin Finnegan, 42 
years old, 243 Halsted street. 

Finnegan was in the elevator holding a 
large machine which he was taking to the 
rooms of a machine company on the first 
floor. When Hughes started the elevator the 
machine fell, and Finnegan was caught be- 
tween the elevator and the south wall of the 
pbuilding and was crushed to death.

MANN DEMANDED 
$500 FOR SILENCE 


Two Society Leaders Tell How 
“Fads and Fancies” Agent 
Tried to Hold Them Up. 


GETS THE MARBLE HEART 


Admitted in Either Case That He 
Was Acting Under the Col- 
onel’s Orders. 


New York, Dec, 28.—[Special.}—James A. 
Burden Jr., millionaire society man, has 
made good after all. He came forward to- 
day in the Mann-Collier hearing and told 
fully and freely of the alleged attempt of 
Robert W. Irving to blackmail him in con- 
nection with Fads and Fancies.“ It was a 
pretty tale with much detail which has not 
come out before. 

Edwin W. Post told again how Charles 
Ahle had tried to hold him up in connection 
with America’s Smart Set.“ 

These were not the only sensations of the 
day. Mark Twain was in court, with the 
air of a man who had come for business. It 
is understood that he was mad clear through 
over a paragraph in Town Topics last week, 
and that he wanted to see Col. Mann face to 
face. The colonel, however, was still down 
with neuralgia, so Mr. Clemens, after listen- 
ing to some of the testimony, departed in 


peace. 

It appears that the cause of Mark’s anger 
waa a statement in Town Topics this week to 
the effect that he had praised the appearance 
ot Fads and Fancles and wished that bis 
own works might be bound so beautifully.

He had received a 
telephone message from some one, saying 
that a man was coming from Town Topics 
to see him. The man arrived and proved to 
be Irving. Counsel for both sides then let 
Mr. Burden go on with an uninterrupted 
story, which ran this way: 


Deliberate Blackmail Fails. 


“He said that he had come by appoint- 
ment from Col. Mann to interest me in a 
work called ‘ Fads and Fancies of the Four 
Hundred.’ He asked me to subscribe. I 
said that I'd stay out.

RAILROADS AGREE 
TO STOP REBATES,

All said: ‘It is true: we have departed 
from the published rates. We did not like 
to do it, but we did. But we have gotten 
through. Weshall depart from the published 
rate no more. If you gentlemen will only 
let bygones be bygones, we assure you that 
in the future there will be no discrimination 
under the law.“ 

Then Mr. Prouty said to the committee: 

“Well, I expect, perhaps, we ought to 
have said to them: You are a pack of con- 
summate liars; we do not believe anything 
you-say and we will prosecute you if we 
can.“ But we did not think so; we believed 
exactly what they said and told them we did, 
and they went home. No prosecutions were 
begun on the facts which we had against the 
Baltimore and Ohio, 

“Then we called, at the request of certain 
persons in the west, the presidents of all 
those lines, and they all came. Marvin 
Hewitt came; Mr. Bird of the Milwaukee 
line came; in all thirty or forty; and we had 
the same sort of experience meeting again. 
They all said: ‘ We have sinned, but we have 
got through. Now, gentlemen, just help us 
maintain the act to regulate commerce.’ We 
said: ‘We will do it.“ And they went 
home.“ 


Went Back on Their Word. 

It was not long before the commission 
found railroads doing the very thing they 
promised not to do. 

Now, I do not wish to pass any criticism 
on these gentlemen, said Mr. Prouty. “I 
have not the slightest doubt they meant 
precisely what they said. I think I know 
something about the difficulties under which 
they labored; but they did not maintain those 
rates for a month, probably. The thing went 
along in that way until the fall of the year 
1901, or about one year after this first meet- 


panies established throughout the country 
have been the chief recourse of the Standard 
Oil company in killing off competition. I 
am informed that bogus independent corpo- 
rations have been established in Chicago, 
Milwaukee, Cincinnati, St. Louis, New York, 
Philadelphia, New Orleans, Indianapolis, 
San Francisco, and a half dozen other cities. 
In several of these places the bogus inde- 
pendent company has since practically dis- 
appeared, because all real competition also 
disintegrated. It is a fact, however, which 
has been submitted to the United States 
government, that the Standard Oll company 
never of itself has entered into active com- 
petition with an independent concern. It 
always has resorted to the trick of organiz- 
ing a fake independent oil company, and 
thus has allowed two outside corporations 
to fight it out, while the parent Standard 
Oil concern, ae a rule, has been free of the 
onus of cut rate competition. 


How the “Dummies” Worked. 

Agents of the government who have talked 
with me have told stories of their remarkable 
experience in unearthing bogus opposition to 
the Standard Oil company. Again and again 
it has been developed, when competition 
sprung up, and when a new oil company 
seemed likely to threaten the existence of the 
Standard in any particular locality, an “ inde- 
pendent '’ concern was speedily organized. 
This began to compete for anti-trust busi- 
ness. It cut prices again and again. Every 
time the local magnates who were behind the 
genuine independent oil company demon- 
strated their willingness to spend a few dol- 
lars in securing the confidence of the public, 
they were surprised to find that the new in- 
dependent company was not only willing to 
meet them half way, but was ready to cut 
under their pricem In each case the Standard 
Oil has refused to mix in the fight. It has 
been secure in the possession not less than 
70 per cent of all the business in the United 
States. It has been a good business proposi- 
tion for the Standard Oil company to organize 
bogus independent companies to contest for 
the other 30 per cent. 


Hoodwinking the People. 

I know what Iam saying when I assert that 
the report which will be submitted to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt by Commissioner Garfield be- 
fore March 1 will show that in every impor- 
tant shipping center in the United States the 
Standard Oil company has hoodwinked the 
people by encouraging the organization of a 
supposed independent oil company, nominal- 
ly organized to fight the Standard Oil com- 
pany but really controlled by that remarkable 
organization. 

This association of secret, independent com- 
panies, combined with the extraordinary se- 
cret service of the Standard Oil company, are 
remarkable things, and it is no wonder that 
at the outset even the sworn agents of the 
United States government were absolutely 
frightened. They have only learned better 
since they discovered that Commissioner Gar- 
field and President Roosevelt himself were 
honestly endeavoring to throw the Standard 
Oil company and all its great machinery to 
one side of the road, and to vindicate the 
honesty and majesty of the United States 
government by that operation.

JOHN CARNE, for many years a well 
known real eatate man of Chicago, died at his 
home in the Ojai valley, California, Dec. 22 
from a stroke of paralysis. Mr. Carne was

Traders Driven from Doorway, 
Telegraph Office, and 
Courtway. 


THEN FIND TINY REFUGE. 


Conclude Deals in a Room Twelve 
Feet Square, Doing Lit- 
tle Business. 


_ The “ bids and offers crowd of board of 
trade members yesterday found themselves 
homeless. Their efforts to find a place of 
shelter in which they could transact their 
business without molestation occasionec 
considerable amusement among onlookers. 
Forbidden by the directors of the board to 
continue trading in the smoking room of the 
exchange, the members desirous of trading 
were in a quandary. As a temporary ex- 
pediént on Wednesday they had transacted 
their business in the alley between the board 
building and the Postal Telegraph bullding. 

Even this was denied them yesterday owing 
to the iInclemency of the weajher. Deter- 
mined in their efforts to trade, a crowd of 
them gathered in the doorway of the board 
and attempted to do business, blocking the 
way. Hearing cf this, officials of the board 
sent the watchman to disperse them. 


Expelled from Telegraph Office. 
After an attempt to proceed literally“ out 
in the wet the crowd decided to invite them- 
sélves into the office of the Chicago and Mil- 
waukee Telegraph company. Unannounced, 
but still determined, the brokers took posses- 
sion of the office and resumed trading until 


they were requested to seek farther for a 


place of business as the work of the company 
was discommoded by the crowd and nolse. 

It was suggested that the telegraph com- 
pany had some doubts as to the legality of 
the trading and possible liability on their 
part for allowing it. However, there was 
reason enough for the company’s action in the 
fact that its principal business used to be 
the transmission of orders to Milwaukee on 
puts and calls, which has been interfered with 
seriously by the trade in bids and offers in 
Chicago. 

After various suggestions had been made 
as to where the next stand should be made 
it was finally decided to continue business in 
a small room on the ground floor of the Postal 
Telegraph building. 

Enthusiasm had become cooled by this time 
and there was only a small part of the usual 
bid and offer crowd which tried to crowd 
into the little 12x12 office, and the trade grad- 
ually dwindled until at the regular closing 
time there were few left. 

The trade during all the afternoon’s vicis- 
situdes was smalland scattered. Practically 
no trades of consequence were made and 
many brokers who previously had been iden- 
tified with the trade were not in evidence. It 
would cause mo surprise if the trade should 
be abandoned. 


May Abandon the Trading. 

As a result of the efforts to suppress bid 
and offer trading it is stated that if it is 
made impossible to trade in them here an 
attempt will be mace to prevent the execu- 
tion of orders for puts and calls from here in 
Milwaukee on the ground that it is a violation 
of the Illinois statute. 

Walter Fitch, first vice president of the 
board, has just returned after a week’s ab- 
sence. While he has not declared himself 
a candidate for the office of president, his 
friends have become more active since his 
return and some of them are figuring on an- 
other caucus to be held next Saturday to place 
him in nomination. 


PENFIELD QUITS PUBLIC LIFE. 


Solicitor of State Resigns and Will Re- 
turn to Indiana to Resume the 
Practice of Law.

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GIANT FLOATING DOCK DEWEY 
STARTS ON 14,000 MILE TRIP. 


Epoch Making Feat in American 
Naval History Will Be Watched 
with Grave Concern by Department. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 28.—The huge float- 
ing dry dock Dewey, with the last of its eight 
10,000 mushroom anchors stowed aboard, 
Started off down Chesapeake bay today on 
its 14,000 mile cruise to the Philippines. Un- 
til the immense anchors are safely dropped 
in the waters of Subig bay the cruise of the 
Dewey will be watched with the deepest con- 
cern by the navy department. Many naval 
officers are doubtful whether the trip can be 
made in safety. 

Commander H. Hosley of the United States 
navy is in command of the expedition. The 
powerful tug Potomac and three colllers will 
form the convoy. The trip will be made by 
way of the Suez canal. 

The only naval feat in American history 
comparable to that of towing the Dewey to 
the Philippines was the trip of the big double 
turreted monitor Miantonomoh in 1867. The 
monitor was then the latest type of naval 
architecture and was sent across the Atlantic 
and into the Mediterranean asa a show ship,”’ 
to give Europe an idea of how far ahead the 
Americans had gone as a result of the sea 
fighting of the civil war.

PLANS TO BE CHANGED. 


Corporation Counsel’s Uncertain

Corporation Counsel Lewis had something 
of a setback yesterday. Wednesday he was 
in full command of the city’s lawyers who 
go to Washington Sunday to argue the 
‘ninety-nine year case before the federal 
Supreme court, and was directing them like 
a field marshal.

It was explained that as the relative positions 
of Col. Lewis and Clarence 8. Darrow are 
not defined clearly, it might be better to have 
some one in charge whom every one would 
defer to naturally. 

Col. Lewis, however, already had given 
out general order No. 1. It was as to the 
order of procedure in the argument before 
the Supreme court. It provided that Maj. 
Tolman should open the case, that Glen R. 
Plumb should follow, then the corporation 
counsel to follow him, and Clarence 8. Dar- 
row to close. Col. Lewis planned for his part 
the argument of the question of jurisdiction, 
which he regards as his special discovery. 


To Test “Comfort” Ordinances. 

W. W. Gurley, for the Union Traction com- 
pany, and Julius Grossberg, the city’s at- 
torney in traction service cases, agreed in the 
afternoon that after a few of the suits now 
pending against the companies in Justice 
Gibbons’ court had been tried, an appeal 
should be taken and the company given 
the chance to test the legality of the pub- 
lic comfort ordinances. The company 
claims they are inoperative and indefinite 
and will not stand the test of the courts. 


Chief Building Clerk Resigns. 

William J. McAllister, for eleven year 
chief clerk in the building department, r 
signeds in the afternoon. At the same time 
he, sent the controller a check for $24, repre- 
senting that portion of his December sal- 
ary which he had draw, but not earned.

BREAKS DOWN AT TRIAL. 


PROSECUTING LAWYER IN GIL- 
HOOLEY CASE ASKS FOR REST. 


Assistant State’s Attorney Fred Fake, 
Wearied by Strain of Opposing the 
Defendant Counsel for 100 Days, Is 
Unable to Conclude Argument—Will 
Finish His Address This Morning, 
However, and the Jury Will Begin 
Its Work of Deciding on a Verdict. 


Under the strain of opposing six lawyers, 
who have waged legal battle against him in 
the Gilhooley trial for an even hundred days, 


Assistant State’s Attorney Fred Fake almost 


collapsed yesterday in his final argument to 
the jury and was compelled to ask for a rest. 


It had been hoped by every one connected 


with the trial that the case would go to the 
jury at the end of the days session. With 
this object in view it had been planned to 
hold an evening session. Mr. Fake, the sole 
representative of the state in the case, began 
his task of answering the half dozen attor- 
neys for the defense just before the close of 
the morning session. He continued in the 
afternoon, until close to the regular time of 
adjournment. 


Holds Close Attention of Jury. 


His address was forceful, and he threw 
himself into it with an energy that held 
steadfast the attentior of the jury that had 
wandered and dosed under the lengthy repe- 
titions of the defendant counsel. He ap- 
pealed to them as men not to put the stamp 
of their approval on such work as the slug- 
ging of Caristrom, but he did not attack 
labor unions. 

He contended that every honest, fair mind- 
ed union man would vote for a conviction in 
this case. He declared also that if a convic- 
tion is not secured the Criminal court might 
as well close its doors. 

In answer to the attacks of the defendant 
counsel on the methods used in obtaining 
confessions, he said: 

“I do not think that in the history of crim- 
inal trials in Cook county there is a case 
where the persons making confessions ever 
had greater warning given them of the prob- 
able consequences of their ons.“ 

The pressure became too great, and he con- 
fessed his fatigue to the jury. He declared 
that in the 100 days of the trial he had been 
doing his best, that he had been at high pitch 
all the time and that he was worn out. The 
jurors listened to him with closest attention 
and showed signs of being a “ state's jury,“ 
believing Gilhooley and his associates guilty. 


Expect Verdicts by Tonight. 


This morning Mr. Fake will resume his ar- | 


gument and expects to talk for an hour. The 
court then will inetruct the jury, and it is 
thought that this may take two hours, as the 
state has asked for fifty-three instructions 
and the defense for about seventy. It is felt 
that Judge Chetlain's talk will be in favor 
of the state and that before nightfall the 
jury will have brought in verdicts.

One part of the banking laws,“ replied 
the secretary, may have been violated— 
that part prohfbiting the loaning of more 
than 10 per cent of the bank’s capital to one 
person. That is not a criminal violation. 
It is done all the time by many big banks 
in this country. Weare warning the banks 
constantly against the violation of the rule, 
but the only thing we can do is to compel 
the withdrawal of the loan or close the 
bank. The law ought to be changed, but 
congress so far has not seen fit to act.”

He was caught 
either under the pilot or the wheel of the 
engine truck, and was dragged 300 feet, 
bumping over the ends of the ties.

Talking today of his thrilling experience, 
Mr. Poell called attention to the fact that in 
every account, so far as published, it had 
been stated that he thought of his little 
brother, at home, at the time. 


Tells How He Did It. 

“T don’t know where the newspapers got 
that, said Mr. Poell. Though I have a 
little brother at the old home in Hanover, I 
just didn’t happen to think of him. 

„In fact, there wasn't much time to think. 
We were rounding a curve at a pretty good 
rate and on a down grade with a heavy 
train. Suddenly the engineer put on the 
emergency brake. I looked out ahead. 
There was a child on the track. 

“The little fellow seemed to have heard 
us, and in his childish way appeared to turn 
partly around and then toddle off straight 
ahead of the engine, as if to run away from 
us and beat us. 

“The engineer could not leave his post. I 
saw at once that we could not stop the train 
in time. I can still see those little blond 
curls bobbing up and down. Something told 
me I must run out, get on the pilot, and 
sweep him off the track, and—well, that 
was the only thing there was to do. In 
some way I slipped, got caught just below 
the cylinder, was dragged quite a distance, 
and then dropped.” 

Proud of Her Husband. 

Mrs. Poell is as proud of her husband as 
she well may be. She shows the shoe which 
Mr. Poell had on the missing foot at the time, 
and explained, the light of admiration beam-

„The latter figure represents the increase 
in price to my company during the last year,“ 
he stated, but there is such a strong senti- 
ment among the people against any increase 
in price it would be impossible to raise the 
price to make up the difference.” 


Coal Gas Cheaper in End. 

It cost more to establish a coal than a 
water gas plant, but the coal gas can be 
manufactured cheaper on account of the 
sale of by-products. Coal gas will, however, 
not give the candle power water gas does. 

Mr. Cowdery stated the gas business was 
extra hazardous on account of the danger 
from fires and explosions, and the surplus 
set aside to meet contingencies ought to be at 
least 10 per cent above all profits a ex- 
penses. In large cities, also, the repair ac- 
count was heavier on account of the impair- 
ment of pipes through electrolysis, which 
also produces a loss by leakage. He placed 
the repair item at 2% per cent. 

The average life of gas mains he put at 
twelve years, and of a meter fifteen years, 
and of an entire plant at twenty-five years. 

„ doubt,” said the witness, ‘‘ if there are 
half a dozen plants in existence which were 
built forty years ago.” 

The Chicago soll, he added, was particular- 
ly destructive of pipes because it contained 
much acid.

PETITIONS TO CONGRESS. 

The right of petition is appreciated in this 
country. When congress is in session sena- 
tors and representatives pile high the clerks’ 
desks with petitions for the redress of griev- 
ances and the enactment of wise or foolish 
legislation. Judging from the petitions 
which are pouring in at this time, two sub- 
jects are of special interest to the public. 
They are the restriction of immigration and 
the regulation of railroad freight rates. 


They do not seem to be of equal interest, for 


there are four petitions in reference to im- 
migration for every one about railroad rates. 

One should not be misled by appearances. 
The outburst of memorials about immigra- 
tion is artificial. It isa well organized move 
to impress congressmen with the idea that 
the workingmen of the country are earnestly 
demanding legislation on the subject. A 
few years ago the influential men in the 
American Federation of Labor came to the 
conclusion that the economic welfare of or- 
ganized labor was being endangered by the 
influx of skilled and unskilled European 
labor. They were unable to see how Ameri- 
can wage scales could be maintained when 
yearly hundreds of thousands of newcomers 
were seeking work. The wage scales have 
not been forced down by the unprecedented 
immigration of the last few years, but that 
has not convinced the labor leaders of the 
unsoundness of their views. In pursuance 
of their directions the labor organizations 
throughout the country are continuing to 
deluge congress with petitions. 

Many congressmen are nervous on the sub- 
ject of the labor vote and dislike to turn a 
deaf ear to the demands of organized labor. 
No congressmen seem to have taken serious- 
ly the appeals for the particular kind of re- 
striction of immigration asked for on behalf 
of American labor. There are laws to pre- 
vent the importation of contract labor and 


to bar out criminals, the diseased, and all | 


who are likely to become public charges. 
Those laws seem to be considered adequate. 

Congress is by no means ready to restrict 
the immigration of respectable, ablebodied 
workers for the avowed purpose of giving 
exclusive control of the labor market to the 
workers already here. That would be a 
new departure and a startling one. It would 
look like fostering monopoly in one quarter 
when the people are fighting it in other 
quarters. 

Notwithstanding the heavy immigration 
of recent years there are no complaints of a 
surplus of labor. Here and there complaints 
of a scarcity of labor are heard. Apparent- 
ly the newcomers do not have to take work 
away from others to earn their daily bread. 
The capital of the country is increasing so 
rapidly that it is able to put at work an in- 
creasing number of toilers. Until . the 
growth of capital ceases, or its profitable 
employment shall be temporarily interfered 
with, there probably will be no surplus of 
labor. So long as present conditions con- 
tinue congress is likely to remain unaffected 
by the petitions of the labor organizations 
for the exclusion of the class of immigrants 
they wish to have kept out—immigrants who 
are not criminals or paupers, but are able 
and willing to work. 


LOWER THE TUNNELS. 

When the south branch is improved in 
accordance with the plans of the drainage 
board it will be 200 feet wide and twenty- 
six feet deep. Then, assuming that all ob- 
structions in the main river have been re- 
moved, it will be possible to pass 8,000 cubic 
feet of water a second through the south 
branch into the drainage channel without 
interfering with navigation. When the 
sewage of the city shall have been as thor- 
oughly diluted as that, no one will venture 
to contend that the health of any community 
on the Illinois or the Mississippi can be en- 
dangered. 

When the main river and south branch 
are widened and deepened in accordance 
with the plans of the drainage board lake 
commerce will seek Chicago. Nota city on 
the lakes will be able to offer equal facili- 
ties. Dock property which has been value- 
less because vessels could not reach it will 
begin to produce revenue. There will be 
a notable revival of business activity along 
thé south branch, and the northern section 
of the drainage channel. 

The drainage board has spent several 
million dollars in buying land to widen the 
south branch, in dredging, and in substi- 
tuting bascule bridges for center pier 
bridges. The work it has done will not in- 
erease the flow of water or benefit naviga- 
tion until the tunnel obstructions and espe- 
cially these at La Salle and Washington 
streets shall have been removed. If they 
were out of the way the lake commerce 
which the city has lost would begin to re- 
turn to it, even though the river improve- 
ment plans of the drainage board have not 
been fully carried out. , 

There should be no delay about the low- 
ering of the tunnels. The council has dal- 
lied with the subject too long. It should 
take it up and dispose of it. This is not 
merely a question of obeying an act of con- 
gress which orders the removal of obstruc- 
tions in a river which is under the jurisdic- 
tion of the national government. The low- 
ering of the tunnels will enable the drain- 
age trustees, to comply with legal require- 
ments as to the dilution of sewage and will 
restore to life the lake commerce of Chi- 
cago. 


BRIGHT PROSPECTS. 

Secretary Job of the Employers’ associa- 
tion ends the year in an optimistic mood. No 
serious labor troubles exist, and the ground 
lost by business at the beginning of the year 
has been more than made up. The amount 
of building has been more than ever before, 
and the wholesale houses and the mail order 
firms report an increase of 50 per cent in 
their trade. No manufactories of impor- 
tance have moved away, contrary to sensa- 
tional reports, although several have been 
obliged to start branch factories or move to 
the suburbs to secure more room for a larger 
output. Mr. Job thinks the coming year 
will see a great growth in the number of 
workmen employed in the city, as some 
firms established elsewhere are contemplat- 
ing a move to Chicago. 

There is no reason except fear of labor 
difficulties why Chicago should not only re- 
tain all the manufacturing and commercial 
establishments already here but attract 
others from points less favorably situated. 
Mail and express matter from Chicago can 
be distributed over a wider area in twenty- 
four hours than from any other city. Freight 
can be sent direct over a larger number of 
lines than radiate from any other center. 
The completion of the subway is about to 
increase convenience of handling freight, 
and the removal of the river tunnels will 
make lake traffic more economical. Manu- 
facturers and merchants here profit by all 
the advertising which Chicago constantly 
receives, so that the name of Chicago on 
wares is itself a valuable item. Chicago 
is the best convention city in the United 


States and is constantly filled with stran- 
gers who come prepared to buy. 

From the standpoint of the Employers’ 
association, according to their secretary, 
the effect of the strikes in the earlier part 
of the year was good. The sentiment of the 
public was plainly shown to be against vio- 
lence. Within the unions a feeling of dis- 
gust has been created by the excesses of 
some of the leaders, and the effect of legal 
action has been salutary. The prosperity 
which has attended the more settled condi- 
tions of the last few months should also 
contribute to insure stability. Men who 
have much to lose and little to gain will hesi- 
tate to endanger present conditions. With 
the constant growth of factories now in op- 
eration and the prospect of new ones there 
will be work enough for all, and employers 
who have the manifold advantages of loca- 
tion in Chicago can afford to pay the high- 
est wages. 


WOULD MAKE THE ARMY A SCHOOL. 

The difficulty of filling the ranks of the 
regular army in time of peace with a desira- 
ble class of men is growing as the years pass. 
A decrease in the number of the right sort 
of applicants for enlistment and an alarm- 
ing increase in desertions have taken place 
since the practical cessation of hostilities in 
the Philippines. Unless something is done 
to make the life of the enlisted soldier more 
attractive it promises to become hard if not 
impossible to keep the army’s numerical 
strength and efficiency up to the high stand- 
ard which the nation’s dignity and safety 
require. 

Col. Charles W. Larned, a professor at 
West Point, has been seeking a solution of 
the problem presented by army conditions. 
The result of his study is an elaborate plan 
for the “regeneration of the private sol- 
dier,” which he outlines in an article in the 
International Quarterly. Col. . Larned’s 
first proposal is practically to double the pay 
of all enlisted men. He considers this in- 
dispensable to attract good men from civil 
life in sufficient numbers. His second pro- 
posal is to turn the army into a great school, 

He would provide theoretical military in- 
struction for noncommissioned officers and 
privates, he would give privates such prac- 
tical instruction as is now afforded non- 
commissioned officers, and he would have all 
noncommissioned officers take the course now 
taken by those who are to be examined for 
promotion to commissioned rank. Privates, 
except those in the engineer, ordnance, and 
signal corps, whose duties require special 
experts, should be allowed to reénlist only 
once. Honorably discharged and proficient 
privates should be guaranteed commissions 
as lieutenants or captains in the volunteer 
service in time of war. Troops should be 
concentrated in large bodies both to facili- 
tate instruction and to afford opportunity 
for maneuvers on a larger scale than is 
practicable now. The adoption of this plan, 
its author believes, would raise the army 
to high efficiency and cause to pour from it 
into civil life a steady stream of men who 
would make efficient officers of a volunteer 
army in case of war. 

Col. Larned’s plan is interesting and 
original. Whether congress can be brought 
to consider its adoption practicable or de- 
sirable is another question. He seems 
right, however, in assuming that considera- 
ble changes must be made in the army, so 
as to induce better men to enlist and to serve 
out their terms.

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ING CARLOS broke all records in 
shooting the other day at a shooting 

party given in his honor by Baron 

Henri de Rothschild in the woods and 

game preserves around his beautiful 
country seat of Vaux de Cernay, about an 
hour’s distance from Paris. The guests who 
took part in the shooting were eight, includ- 
ing the king, the prince of Monaco, the Duc 
de Morny, and the Marquis de Breteuil, and 
between 10 o’clock in the morning and 4 in 
the afternoon (of which time two hours were 
consumed by luncheon), that is tosay, during 
the space of four hours, 4,404 pleces of game, 
comprising about 4,053 pheasants and 320 
wild ducks, were shot, about 1,500 falling to 
the gun or rather to the guns of the king. 
For he was attended throughout the day by 
three loaders, who handed him a freshly 
loaded gun as soon as ever he had fired. The 
king was so delighted that he immediately 
telegraphed to King Edward and to his

Sir Charles Hardijhge is not only a most 
accomplished but also a most fortunate 
man. Less than two years have elapsed 
since, after accompanying King Edward on 
his visit to Lisbon, Rome, and Paris, and be- 
ing permitted to accept high decorations from 
the Portuguese, French, and Italian govern- 
ments, he was promoted from an assistant 
under secretaryship of state at the foreign 


| office to the post of British ambassador at 


St. Petersburg. It is usual for ambassadors 
to be invested with the rank of a member of 
the privy council, and also to be furnished 
with a handle to their name, consequently 
he was sworn in as a member of the privy 
council and was knighted, becoming Sir 
Charles Hardinge. Since then he has re- 
ceived the grand cross of both the Victorian 
order and of the order of St. Michael and St. 
George for his services at St. Petersburg, 
and on the retirement of Sir Thomas Sander- 
son the other day after near half a century 
of service from the office of permanent under 
secretary of state of the foreign office he 
was appointed to the post, which has al- 
ways been regarded as the blue ribbon of the 
English civil service on account of the 
prestige and influence which it confers and 
by reason of the pay, which has hitherto been 
$10,000 a year.

Now, however, it has been decided that the 
salary of $10,000 a year is not enough for 
Sir Charles, that the pecuniary sacrifice 
which he has been compelled to make in sur- 
rendering the only nominally lucrative am- 
bassadorship at St. Petersburg is too heavy 
not to call for some compensation, and ac- 
cordingly it has been resolved to double for 
his sake the salary which has been enjoyed 
in the past by Lord Hammond, Lofd Tenter- 
den, Lord Pauncefote, Lord Currie, and Sir 
Thomas Sanderson, and he is to receive a 
salary of no less than $20,000 a year, that is 
to say, twice the amount allowed to several of 
the cabinet ministers, such as, for instance, 
the lord president of the privy council. Curi- 
ously enough no jealousy has been excited by 
all this good fortune which has fallen to the 
share of Sir Charles, who is universally re- 
garded as the best man for the post, and who 
is a particular favorite of both the king and 
queen, his wife, Lady Hardinge, having, in- 
deed, been for many years a member of 
Queen Alexandra’s household. 

Sir Charles Hardinge differs from most of 
his predecessors as permanent chiefs of the 
forefgn office in that he received his training 
in the diplomatic service instead of at the 
foreign office. Indeed, he entered the diplo- 
matic service exactly a quarter of a century 
ago. He is a younger brother of the present 
Lord Hardinge, a grandson of the famou 
commander of the peninsular war, who die 
as field marshal and as generalissimo of 
the British army, and must not be confounded 
with his cousin, Sir Arthur Hardinge, who 
has just been promoted from the post of min- 
ister at Teheran to that of envoy at Brussels. 
Sir Arthur is married to a daughter of Gen. 
Sir Arthur Ellis, controller of the lord cham- 


*berlain’s department, and who virtually de- 


cides in the name of the king who are to be 
admitted and who are to be debarred from 
presentation at court.

Queen Maud's trials in Norway are already 
beginning,and the first rift in the rosy colored 
clouds at Christiania has made its appear- 
ance. For, owing to the indiscriminate kiss- 
ing to which her little 2 year old boy, the 
Crown Prince Olaf, has been subjected by 
women and children of every description, all 
eager to give this form of expression to the 
loyalty which they entertain for their future 
king and for his family, the queen has been 
obliged to order the gardens and park of the 
royal palace at Christiania to be rigorously 
closed to the public, so that the youngster 
may be able to take his daily airings there 
undisturbed. Inasmuch as the gardens and 
park of the palace have been opened without 
restrictions to the public ever since the Berna- 
dotte dynasty secured possession of the Nor- 
wegian throne near eighty years ago, it will 
readily be understood that the action of 
Queen Maud in the matter has excited a con- 
siderable amount of bitter criticism among 
the people of Christiania, who until now 
have been accustomed to look upon the pal- 
ace gardens as just as much of public prop- 
erty as the people of New York look upon 
Central park. There are few mothers who 
would care to have their child subjected to 
indiscriminate osculation by strangers in the 
street, the more so as the health of the child 
would be exposed to considerable risk there- 
by. Yet the people of Christiania will not 
understand this, and Queen Maud is being 
subjected to no end of criticism, and even of 
abuse, for the action which she has taken for 
the sake of the protection of her little boy.

It is Sir Eric Barrington who has been 
private secretary to many secretaries of state 
for foreign affairs, and who more recently 
occupied that office in connection with Lord 
Lansdowne, who is to be the new assistant 
under secretary of state for the foreign office 
in the place of Francis Villiers, recently ap- 
pointed minister plenipotentiary at Lisbon, 
He is the brother of the late Lord Barring- 
ton and also of Sir William Barrington, one 
of the veterans of the diplomatic service, who 
for many years represented the British gov- 
ernment in South America. The original 
name of the family was Shute, and in the 
reign of Elizabeth a lawyer of the name of 
John Shute handled the affairs of his rich 
client, John Wildman of Beckett Berks, in 
such a satisfactory manner that Wildman, 
who was childless, insisted upon adopting 
him, and on dying left him his entire prop- 
erty, which is considerable. One of his im- 
mediate descendants married the daughter 
and heiress of Francis Barrington, sheriff of 
London, who left his property to his son-in- 


slaw, John Shute, on the condition that he 


should assume the name of Barrington, which 
he did, and his descendants have been known 
as Barringtons ever since. He was created 
Viscount Barrington in the peerage of Ire- 
land. But that the Barringtops still honor 
the ancient patronymic of Shute is shown 
by the fact that when Queen Victoria con- 
ferred upon the seventh Lord Barrington a 
barony of the united kingdom, carrying with 
it a seat in the house of lords, he chose the 
title of Lord Shute of Beckett.

ECONOMISTS DISCUSS 
MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP. 


Advocate of Scheme Declares It Will 
Cure Corruption in Civic Politics. 
Opponent Holds Political As- 
pect of Problem Is Least 
Important. 


Baltimore, Md., Dec. 28.—Municipal owner- 
Ship was the principal subject discussed at 
today’s joint session of the Economic and 
Political Science associations. 

The discussion was opened by Frederick C. 
Howe of Cleveland, who argued in favor of 
municipal ownership. Winthrop M. Daniels, 
Princeton university, spoke against its feasi- 
bility. Other speakers were Messrs Leo 8. 
Rowe of the University of Pennsylvania, 
John A. Fairlime of the University of Michi- 
gan, Milo R. Maltbie of New York City, and 
Thomas K. Urdahl of Colorado college.

M. O. Cure for Corruption. 

Munfeipal ownership.“ Mr. Howe said, 
is becoming the most insistent issue in local 
politica The conviction has become well 
nigh universal that the franchise interests 
are responsible for most of the municipal 
corruption. It is the desire for franchises, 
whose values run into fabulous figures, that 
explains not only the positive corruption but 
the indifference of the better to do classes 
and the heavy burden of reform. These 
franchises have been appraised at $450,000,- 
000 im New York City; in other large cities 
they run into the hundreds of millions. Their 
value depends upon no labor except the labor 
incident to a control of the council. This ex- 
plains the activity as well as the corruptiop 
in local politics. 

“These conditions will be corrected througb 
municipal ownership. Cheaper light, water, 
and heat will relieve the poor of their most 
serious burdens, while the incidental savings 
to the community will be tremendous. For 
municipal ownership pays. The net earnings 
of the New York water works amount to 
$3,800,000 per year, of the Chicago water 
plant $2,269,621, the Cleveland water works 
$500,000, and the Detroit water works $350,- 
000. Similar showings appear from other 
cities. These results but demonstrate the 
success of municipal ownership, even under 
present conditions“ 


~.- 
Question Is Purely Economie. 

Prof. Daniels said: 

Despite the emphasis laid at present on 
the political argument for municipal owner- 
ship, until sufficient proof is forthcoming 
that city politics can be purified only by dele- 
gating to city governments enlarged indus- 
trial functions, the question is one that must 
be determined mainly on economic grounds. 
The experience of Great Britain is commonly 
cited as strong evidence for the presumptive 
success of municipal operation in the United 
States. Of the British evidence it may be 
said that there has been no general reduction 
of taxes in England attributable to municipal 
industries; and, as regards municipal and 
private prices, the verdict of Maj. Darwin is 
unassailable—to wit: ‘ That if municipal trade 
be regarded merely from the point of view 
of the consumer, we are not now in a position 
to determine which way the balance of the 
argument tells.’ 

Finally it may be said that if the corrup- 
tion of city politics is inevitably bound up 
in thglocal government's grant of franchises, 
a betrayal of the public interest is equally 
possible whenever congress frames a tariff 
measure or votes an appropriation. There is, 
however, no necessary connection between 
the grant of franchises and corrupt city gov- 
ernment.“ 

— 
Significance of Labor Violence. 

In a paper on Violence in Labor Dis- 
putes” T. A. Adams of the University of 
Wisconsin said: 

“The only statistics of strike violence 
which we have show that between Jan. 1, 
1902, and June 80, 1904, 180 persons were 
killed, 1,651 injured, and 5,588 arrested in 
strikes in the United States. This showing 
is distressing enough, but comparatively 
speaking, strike violence is insignificant. 
More lives are taken in lynching bees than in 
strikes. The importance of strike violence is 
the intimidation and coercion, whose exist- 
ence it reveals, which almost invariably ac- 
company strikes. This situation is intoler- 
able. The problem probably will be solved 
by the appointment of expert commissions, 
whose business it will be to regulate and fos- 
ter the joint conference system and pre- 
eerve industrial peace, when capital and 
labor cannot agree, by deciding what con- 
stitutes a fair wage.“

EIGHT HOUR RULE IS DENOUNCED 
BY ISTHMIAN CANAL COMMISSION, 


Construction Work Greatly Handicapped and the American Laborer Not 
Benefited by Application of Law in Panama. Declare Shonts and 
His Colleagues in Their Annual Report. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 28.— [Special. In 
the first annual report of the new isthmian 
canal commission, made public today, the 
application of the eight hour law to laborers 
in Panama is roundly denounced. It says: 

The question of labor is a grave and per- 
plexing one. A sufficient supply of labor can 
be secured from nearby tropical islands and 
countries so far as numbers are concerned. 
The question of quality is a different matter. 
Unless a much greater efficiency can be de- 
veloped than is secured at present it will be 
necessary to look elsewhere for a better 
class. 

The present wage varies from 80 cents to 
$1.04 per day in gold. As compared with the 
best common labor in the United States, its 
efficiency is rated at from 25 to 33 per cent. 
Over 80 per cent of the employés of the canal 
are now and will continue to be alien laborers. 
A majority of the other 20 per cent employed 
will be in a clerical, a supervisory, or in geome 
other capacity to which the various labor 
laws of the United States are not applicable. 
It is to this kind of labor we are compelled 
to apply the eight hour law—that ig, to aliens 
who know nothing of the law’s existence 
until they arrive ontheisthmus. Such appli- 
cation will increase the labor cost of canal 
construction at least 25 per cent and will add 
many millions unnecessarily to the total ex- 
penditure. 

“The application of laws passed or to be 
passed by congress for the benefit of Amer- 
ican labor at home to labor on the isthmus 
will benefit a small number of American la- 
borers, but will enormously add to the cost 
of construction, and American labor at home 
will have to pay its share of the consequent 
increase in taxation. 

In the opinion of the commission it isa 
mistake to handicap the construction of the 


police and sanitation. The commission 
strongly recommends that labor on the isth- 
mus be excluded from the application of the 
eight hour law, the contract labor law, the 
Chinese exclusign act, and any other law 
passed or to be passed by congress for the 
benefit of American labor at home.“

Stevens Denounces Civil Service. 
These recommendations are based on the 
following excerpts from the appended report 
of Chief Engineer Stevens: 


to you, I do not regard the application of 
the civil service act as necessary or war- 
ranted, and so far believe its workings have 
hindered rather than helped this work. 

The application of the eight hour law is 
unfortunate, and I recommend such legisla- 
tion as may be necessary to take this project 
from under its scope.“ | 

The board did not take kindly to the first 
suggestion, declaring that the civil service 
commission has codperated efficiently and in- 
telligently in promulgating regulations for 
the employment of labor. 

After detailing the work of providing suita- 
ble habitations and the establishing of a 
system of food supply, the commission de- 
clares: 

The net result of these efforts is that to- 
day all employés are given opportunity to 
obtain an abundant supply of wholesome 
food, cooked and uncooked, at reasonable 
prices. The silver men—that is, the common 
laborers—are being fed for 30 cents per day 
and the gold employés—that is, those of the 
higher class—at 90 cents per day, and they 
get good food in place of bad.”’

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HEAVY OFFERINGS ON DECLINE 
ALL ABSORBED. 


Northwestern and Local Traders Sell 
on Big Receipts at Minneapolis and 
Slow Flour Trade, the Bull Inter- 
est Taking Nearly Two Million 
Bushels — Longs in Old December 
Corn Put Prices Up to 50 Cents 
Again—in Other Pits. . 


Selling of wheat on the large arrivals of 
grain at terminal markets in the northwest, 
on the slow milling and flour demand, and 
on the rapid accumulations of stocks there 
became more popular yesterday and offer- 
ings were heavy enough to force a decline 


of e in the May price to 80%. 

The price and the volume of offerings both 
were attractive to the Armour interest, 
which likes to deal in large quantities, and 
there was heavy buying for its account 
which absorbed all the cheap offerings and 
forced a reaction to 87c sellers, where the 
market closed at a net loss of Me for the 


day. 

There was Armour buying also of all the 
offerings of December, advancing the price 
from the early weak point of ue to 82%o, 
a net gain for the day of %. The purchases 
of May by this interest amounted to about 
1,500,000 bu and those of December to 800,- 
000 bu. Selling was both for local and north- 
western account, but there was buying by 
some northwestern houses which had been 
selling for several days. 

Receipts at Minneapolis and Duluth were 
590 cars compared with 136 a year ago, Min- 
neapolis getting 521 cars. Messages from 
that market said the movement was expect- 
ed to continue heavy as cars were more 


$ plentiful, The flour demand was called slow, 


many of the mills were still shut down, and 
stocks there had increased 1,460,000 bu in 
five days. 

Big Increase in Stocks, 

Total stocks at Minneapolis and Duluth, it 
ig estimated, will increase 2,500,000 bu for 
the week. Cash prices there were relatively 
lower. Total primary receipts were 30,000 
bu, compared with 868,000 bu last year, the 
movement small in the southwest. Clear- 
ances were liberal, 291,000 bu wheat and 
flour. The local cash market was alow, 
sales moderate, about 15,000 bu. But there 
was @ suggestion in the demand of an im- 
proved export inquiry for flour. There were 
sale@ of 10,000 bu to an Indiana miller, who 
claimed to have sold the product to Glas- 
gow at the highest price on the crop. Local 
contract stocks are still increasing slowly, 
82,000 bu out of private houses, against 6,000 
bu loaded out of store. Liverpool was weak, 
d to %d lower, and a Minneapolis message 
said a miller there had a cablegram from his 
London agent saying there was no demand 
for flour and offerings were pressing from 
Argentina and Australia. Argentine ship- 


‘ments were estimated at 800,000 bu for the 


week, compared with 512,000 bu the corre- 
sponding week last year. Continenta] mar- 
kets were unchanged or fractionally lower 
and on p ge cargoes were quoted easier. 

The selling of May was led by Lake, who 
disposed of about 900,000 bu on the down turn. 
Peavey and Bartlett-Frazier were the best 
sellers of December. 


Weather Helps Corn Bulls. 

Trade in corn was of 1 and, 
while the old December covered a range of 
8c, selling up to 500, total transactions were 
under 200,000 bu.

Deliveries 
on December contracts in the afternoon were 
145,000 bu No. 2 corn and 40,000 bu No. 8 on 
new December contracts. The day’s receipts 
were estimated at 450 cars. The cash mar- 
ket started firm, but lost %c, demand being 
slow from shippers. Sales were 75,000 bu 
here and the seaboard reported 16,000 bu 
taken for export. Primary receipts were 
862,000 bu, compared with 1,161,000 bu last 
year, and seaboard clearances were nearly 
as heavy as the western movement at 837,- 
000 bu. Liverpool was %d to %d lower. Ar- 
gentine shipments were estimated at 800,- 
000 bu, compared with 1,622,000 bu last year.

The January 
deliveries were the weakest. There were 
2,000 more hogs at the yards than expected, 
at 89,000, with prices 100150 lower. Packers 
are understood to be looking for a liberal 
movement of hogs in January and to be dis- 
posed to sell product freely in advance of it. 
There were 98,800 hogs at all western pointa 
compared with 42,000 last year. Local re- 
ceipts for today are estimated at 25,000, 
Shipping demand for lard and meats was 
only moderate, but shipments on old sales 
continue heavy, 2,880,000 lbs meats, com- 
pared with 1,577,000 lb# a year ago, and 1.218.

the inspection of corn is not becoming more 
lax in this market. After meeting the grain 
committee of the board yesterday Mr. Cowan 
paid the committee was satisfied in regard 


to the methods of inspection, and that prac- 
tically the whole trouble, which has caused 
considerable dissatisfaction in some quarters, 
was confined to the inspection of corn on one 
or two roads alone, that the general inspeo- 
tion was satisfactory to all concerned. Our 
efforts in this office are directed solely to- 
wards a correct on of grain.“ said 
Mr. Cowan, “ and our efforts in this direction

it will be put in a lower grade. Thereare, of 
course, isolated cases when mistakes will 
happen, and it was as a result of a blunder 
on the part of one of the inspectors that occa- 
sioned all this talk about the lax inspection 
of corn. One or two cars of corn on the Chi- 
cago and Eastern Illinois road were probably 
graded as No. 2 when they should have been 
graded lower. Aside from one or two in- 

neces of this kind the Inapection is as cor- 

t as possible, and I believe that this is re- 
alized by the committee. Wherever the in- 
spection has been lax steps will be taken to 
correct it, but the general inspection will not 
be any more rigid than heretofore.” Mem- 
bers of the grain committee were not so con- 
fident inspection had not been too lax, but 
were satisfied that proper steps would be 
taken to remedy any instances of lax inspec- 
tion. 

President Valentine of the Armour Grain 
company bought a big line of May wheat 
in the pit yesterday, about 1,500,000 bu, and 
bought it as though he was anxious to get 
as much as possible at the price. There 
was no effort to bid the market up, but on 
the early break to 80% all offerings were 
taken. The selling by Lake, about 900,000 
bu, was the important trade on that side 
of the market and was supposed to be part- 
ly for Minneapolis and partly for local ac- 
count. The Minneapolis trade has become 
bearish on the big receipts at that market, 
whicn are expected to continue liberal for 
some time. As the flour demand seems to 
be slow and many of the mille there are 
closed, stocks are accumulating rapidly. and 
that was another bearish feature.

NEW YORK, Dec. 28-—{Special.]—There 
was a scramble to unload stocks today owing 
to apprehension that it would be found im- 
possible to borrdw money on any terms. The 
market closed active and strong. Probably 
the liquidation of stocks caused some relief 


in the money tension. 

The extraordinary interest rates had their 
effect in bringing offerings into the market 
from many unexpected sources, some of 
them insignificant in themselves, indluding 
mall private deposit — ta, but making 
up a considerable aggregate.

SAYS SHE IS THE VICTIM OF A 
CONSPIRACY. 


Wife of Steel Magnate Refuses te Give 
Details, but Intimates the Possibil- 
ity of a Mammeth Sensation—De- 
ares That Her Domestic Trouble 
Is None of the Public’s Business— 
Miss Gilman Probably Plays a Part 
im the New Charges. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Deo. 28.—[Special.}—" I am 
the victim of a conepiracy,” said Mre. Laura 
Cook Corey, wife of W. Bilis Corey, president 
of the United States Steel corporation, today, 
in her first personal statement to the press. 

Although dechning to be interviewed at 
length, Mrs. Corey intimated strongly that 
when the facts concerning their trouble de- 
come known they will produce a sensation, 
perhaps greater than the public has sus 
pected.

I bave been the victim of 
a conspiracy, that’s all. But our family at- 
fairs are none of the public's business. 
These differences have occurred at various 
times in other families, and I cannot see any 
reason why there should be so much made 
of this case.“ 

“Will you state the nature of the con- 
spiracy of which you have been the victim?" 

„Na, as I have said, I will not discuss the 
matter at all.“ 

Would you care to state whether or not 
you believe this conspiracy was formed for 
the purpose of separating you from your 


husband?“ 
I will say nothing about it whatever.” 


Miss Gilman in Conspiracy. 

With this Mrs. Corey begged to be relieved 
from any further questioning. She said, 
however, that she expected to spend some 
time with her mother, Mrs. Frank Campbell, 
in Swisedale, and eald she dd not know 
definitely when she would leave for New 
York. 

Those of Mra. Corey’s acquaintances who 
have asserted that the publication of a photo- 
graph of Mabelle Gilman, the actress, in a 
reclining position in her room, showing a 
large portrait of Mr. Corey on an ease] in 
one corner, was the principal reason for 
bringing about the separation, now say that 
this picture plays an important part in the
